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A  DIRECT  APPEAL 

Directness  is  the  key  to  listener-subscription  radio.  Having  no  sponsors'  wares  and  no 
axes  to  grind,  we  can  present  our  programs  unalloyed  and  at  full  strength.  With  no  compul- 
sive need  to  attain  a  high  "rating,"  we  make  no  effort  to  beckon  and  beguile  the  listener 
with  such  fancy  trimmings  as  program  names  and  theme  songs.  An  8  A.  M.  music  program, 
for  example,  is  not  called  "Morning  Musical"  or  "Breakfast  Concert"  or  "Sunrise  Serenade," 
but  simply  an  "Orchestral  Concert"  or  "Chamber  Recital"  or  whatever  the  content  happens 
to  be.  Documentary  treatments  of  serious  subjects  are  done  without  trumpets  or  drums,  on 
the  premise  that  our  listener  will  stay  tuned  in  because  he  is  interested  and  not  because  of 
any  artificially  induced  sense  of  drama.  Our  program  folio  is.,  we  hope,  free  from  superla- 
tives and  hyperbole.  Thus,  in  keeping  with  this  adult  policy,  we  now  appeal  directly,  even 
bluntly,  for  operating  funds. 

WBAI  needs  many  more  subscriptions  to  insure  its  continued  operation  as  a  non- 
commercial, 'free"  radio  station.  The  number  of  subscriptions  received  in  the  first  two  months 
of  our  existence  as  part  of  Pacifica  has  corroborated  the  statistics  which  led  us  to  assume 
there  are  enough  people  in  New  York  who  would  annually  send  in  $12  or  more  for  the 
folio.  Now  that  we  know  THEY  are  here,  the  problem  is  to  let  these  potential  subscribers 
know  that  WBAI  is  HERE.  Since  we  have  no  advertising  budget  (though  a  number  of  maga- 
zines and  a  local  television  station  have  contributed  space)  we  must  depend  mainly  on 
two  ways  of  disseminating  this  information.  The  first  is  by  direct  though  unobtrusive 
announcements  over  WBAI.  The  second  and  more  important  is  by  word  of  mouth,  depend- 
ing upon  listener  appreciation  and  effort.  We  shall  do  our  part.
